Capt. Dougall was near 76 year* of 


age, and his death was due to an af* 
fcction of the spleen. The end was not 
unexpected, for his condition had been 
critical - for some time, and he was com- 
pelled to relinquish work in Washing- 
ton and return to this city in February 
last. 


Will Cause Much Sorrow. 


The death of Captain Dougall will oc- 


casion widespread sorrow. 
He was for 


many years actively identified with af- 
fairs in Fort 'Wayne and in Allen coun- 
ty, was very widely known and uni- 
versally held in the highest esteem. 


He had served as a soldier in the civil 


war, and in tho years following filled 
many governmental positions of irh- 
portnnen with high distinction. These 
labors hnd taken 
him to Alaska, to 


Mexico, to Cuba nnd to tho Philippines, 
and at the time of his' death he was 
one'of the oldest men in governmental 
service at Washington.

arrived, 
owing to 


threats of civil war. 


They invested in farm land in Allen 


county, Indiana, 
and located on the 


homestead in 
St. 
Joseph 
township. 


When the farm was fairly under culti- 
vation the civil war broke out and Wil- 
liam Dougall, the youngest son; enlist- 
ed with Henry .W. Lawton and went to 
the front. 
John Dougall had been in 


favor of emancipation in Scotland a few 
years previous.

Indianapolis, May 22.—Indiana's law 


providing ior immediate burial in cases 
of deaths from virulent diseases is a 
"disgrace and an incentive to hysterics 
aid insanity," in the opinion of Clifford 
G. A»kin, of Indianapolis. Mr. Askin 
paid the measure these caustic compli- 
ments and pleaded for its immediate re- 
vision yesterday before 755 members of 
the Indiana Funeral Directors' associa- 
tion in its opening session at the Deni- 
son hotel. 
. 


"Get into politics," said llr. Askin, 


"and stamp out tho disgrace that has 
proved itself the indirect cause of hys- 
terics with women, and frequently of 
Insanity. It is a heartrending thing to 
compel the parents of a dead child to 
witness its burial in private and within 
twenty-four hours. 
"I have seen cases where sorrow need- 


lessly has been augmented by the en- 
forcement of the law and where fathers 
nway on business have arrived home to 
find" their children not only dead, but 
buried. 
I have been brought face to 


face with the disgrace this law forces on 
bereaved families and I realize what I 
am talking about. 
"It is time for the undertakers in In- 


diana to go to their state representatives 
;»ria senators and' get them pledged to n 
.revision of this law. 
There is no dan 


•cer from a delayed burial in cases of 
virulent deaths, for undertakers are sani- 
tarians and know how to discharge their 
duties."

agitation for good roads in Indiana has 
been regarded by many in the past 
as aiming at results that would b.ene- 
fit only those who use the roads 
for 


pleasure," says C. A. Kenyon, president 
of the Indiana Good Roads association. 


'However, recent developments, both 


in this .country and abroad, have demon- 
strated beyond a doubt that good roads 
mean an actual saving of dollars and 
cents.' 
, 
. . . 
"It is interesting work, getting right 


down to facts and figures in regard to 
this phase of the movement, and it ,1s 
only since the inside facts have been 
coming out that farmers have taken an 
active interest in bettering road condi- 
tions throughout the state. I have en- 
joyed making comparative estimates of 
he exact cost of hauling farm products 
to and from markets, but I confess the 
result has been surprising to me. 


"In some sections of the state this 


transportation can be made for about 
16 cents a ton mile. This is where the 
roads are in the best condition. How- 
ever, there are some parts of Indiana 
where this expense runs as high as 35 
cents a ton mile. This gives an aver- 
age of about 20 cents. 
The average 


haul to and from a market, suppos- 
ing the farmer brings back his pur- 
chases on the return trip, is slightly 
over five miles. 
Now, since the total 


cost of the trip is a dollar, that leaves 
even with t>he most liberal allowance, 
a loss of 50 cents a ton' on the farm 
products of Indiana. In 1810 the farm- 
ers of Indiana raised over twelve mil- 
lion tons of farm products, while in 
inil the total w-as over thirteen mil- 
ion tons of grain, hay, potatoes and to- 
wcco. In view of these facts the In- 
iana farmer lost between fix and six 
nd a half million dollars, which is a 
irntty big leakage in a single year! 
xlt is a recognized fact that Euro- 
can countries have a very great ad- 
antage over the United States in the 
matter of roads, but many of our states 


re falling into line to adopt the old 
world ideas.
